Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Maniglia fails to teach a detecting means as 
claimed. For example, the Applicant contended that Maniglia pertains a detecting means for detecting sounds in an ear 
of a user whereas the instant invention pertains to detecting means for detecting at least one resonance frequency of a 
member selectively attached to an implant. However, the Examiner countered that the device of Maniglia et al. is used 
to transfer bone vibrations and that whether those vibrations are a result of sound propagating through said bone is 
immaterial to the claim since the detecting means ( which invokes 112, sixth) in fact pertains to a coil (as further 
defined in dependent claim 1 8), which detects at least one resonance frequency of a member attached to a bone (see 
col 6, lines 51-57 of Maniglia). Moreover, the Applicant proposed adding new limitations to independent claims 16 & 29 
to better define the origin or nature of the vibrations applied to the bone resulting in said at least one resonce frequency 
of the member attached to the bone. An amendment clarifying said alleged distinction would ostensibly require further 
consideration and/or search .
